The Senate yesterday performed an­ 
other remarkable feat—refused appro­ 
priations for stamps and newspapers 
and suppressed the bar in the capítol. 
The chaplain was suppressed the day 
previous, and the Senate is now w ith­ 
out prayer or whiskey. 


T h e Exprese of last evening announ­ 
ces that it does not expect to induce 
our people to vote a subsidy to the Los 
Angeles and Independence railroad. 
No one ever expected that it would. 
But why all this talk and vapor? Bun- 
comb wont build railroads. 
If blow­ 
ing could do the work the Express 
would circle tne globe with a double 
track, steel rail, quicker than P u c k 
threatened to put a girdle about the 
earth. 


A correspondent requests the H f.r- 
ai.d to remind the Express that the 
aggregate debt of city and county of 
Los Angeles is now nearly one m il­ 
lion dollars and that under the cir­ 
cumstances we cannot well afford to 
encumber ourselves with additional 
responsibility. 
Our people are will­ 
ing and anxious to encourage railroad 
building in every possible way that 
they can do so with the single excep­ 
tion of subsidization. 
They feel that 
to Increase their burden of taxation 
by voting a subsidy to any railroad 
company will be an act of injustice to 
themselves and an unwelcome legacy 
to coming generations. 


T h e Senate has recorded one inno­ 
vation ou the ancient custom. 
It has 
decided during the session to do w ith­ 
out a chaplain. The vote on the reso­ 
lution toom it the election of an offi­ 
cial supplicant to the Throne of Grace 
stood 
19 to 19 and the President 
cast the vote which diverted ten dol­ 
lars per day from the pocket of some 
minister. 
Against the election of a 
chaplain L a i n e of Santa Clara made 
an eloquent speech in the course of 
which he characterized the applicants 
for the position as “ ministerial bum ­ 
mers.” The term is harsh and per­ 
haps unjust, but at any rate we shall 
have a few laws manufactured w ith­ 
out the sanction of prayer or the con­ 
solation of the gospel. 


Not a Success. 


The projectors of the railroad con­ 
vention, recently held in St. 
Louis, 
expected that the proceedings of that 
conclave would materially strengthen 
the chances for the passage of S c o t t ’s 
Texas Pacific subsidy bill, but it now 
appears their expectations were hard­ 
ly realized. The manifest inclination 
to m ake St. Louis the Eastern term i­ 
nus of the road, gained it some friends 
in the West, but this gain was more 
than offset by the falling off of former 
supporters in tlie South. The people 
of the South were induced to believe 
that a Southern city—New Orleans 
or Memphis—would be selected as the 
great Atlantic terminus of t lie road, 
and when they discovered that St'OTT 
was coquetting with St. Louis, they 
began to manifest a lukewormness 
which argues but poorly for Southern 
support of the scheme. On tlie whole 
it must be admitted that if tlie object 
of the convention was to enhance the 
chances of the Texas Pacific subsidy 
speculation, the purpose lias not been 
attained. 
The support has been divi­ 
ded and being as it is part in one 
section und part in another, and those 
sections being antagonistic to each 
other, the scheme has been rather 
weakened than 
otherwise. 
S c o t t ’s 
prospects of success would have been 
brighter had he kept faitli with the 
South and held ids railroad conven­ 
tion in some Southern city. The at­ 
tempt to carry water 011 both shoul­ 
ders has defeated the scheme and lost 
the subsidy. 


Insane Asylum Superintendent. 


The pathetic appeals for the reten­ 
tion of Dr. S h c r t l i f f as Superinten­ 
dent of the State Insane Asylum put 
forth by Republican journals arc nu­ 
merous and amusing. 
If we are to 
believe those papers 110 other man in 
the State possesses a tithe of the qual­ 
ifications for the place that are em­ 
bodied in Dr. S h c r t u k f and we are 
furthermore assured tlint politics had 
nothing whatever todo with his ap­ 
pointment 
ami 
therefore 
politics 
should not Influence 
Ids removal. 
Now, not one of these arguments for 
Ids retention contains a particle of 
truth. 
Dr. S h u r t u f f is 110 better 
qualified for Insane Asylum Super­ 
intendent than hundreds of other phy­ 
sicians in this State. 
He is not as 
well qualified for he lias held Iheplace 
so long that he has grown callous to 
the sufferings 
of the unfortunates 
around him. 
His recommendations 
were based 011 the fact that lie waH a 
physician and a Republican—nothing 
mere. 
If he had gone to the Govern­ 
or tyitb a forty years experience in 
hospital m anagem ent 
and avowed 
him self a Democrat he would not 
have been appointed. 
W hy should a 
Democratic administration retain him. 
He is and has been ever since his ap­ 
pointm ent a radical and uncompro­ 
m ising Republican. 
The Republi­ 
cans of Stockton always count on a 


straight vote for their ticket from the 
Asylum employees and the Superin­ 
tendent is careful that there Is no mis­ 
take in the count. H e Is «strong par- 
tizan and Ids friends were secretly 
amused over his being retained by 
Governor H a i g h t on the ground that 
the office and the man were non pol­ 
itical. Governor H a i g h t was de­ 
ceived both as to Dr. 
S h u r t l i k f ’s 
qualifications and political animus, 
and the deception was practised ou 
him by a m em ber of tlio Hoard of Di­ 
rectors who was himself a renegade 
Democrat and who spent a great deal 
of his time in the Asylum under treat­ 
ment for delirium tremens or ¡11 tho 
stupor which lollows a prolonged de­ 
bauch. The admission of such a case 
in the Asylum was a violation of the 
law as the Superintendent was well 
aware, but the subject was a Director 
and the Dr.’s friend at court. The op­ 
position of Governor H a i q i i t to the 
removal of l)r. S h f r t i .i f f lost him 
500 votes in San Joaquin county when 
he was a candidate for re-election. Let 
the Asylum have a new Superintend­ 
ent. 
It npeds a change. 


Tha Express Corrected. 


E d it o r H e r a l d ; I noticed an art* 
cle in the Evening Express of the Kith 
inst in which the editor takes occasion 
to speak of the great improvement 011 
the Hill Lands done mainly by Mayor 
Beaudry. Now Ishould like J o inform 
the editor ol that journal, through 
your columns, that I have no objec­ 
tions to this reference to the Mayor’s 
great enterprise—provided the Express 
will credit the whole work to him as it 
has been accustomed t o d o —and say 
nothing about what little others have 
done to assist him in this grand im ­ 
provement; but it seems to me that it 
is In bad taste for a paper that expects 
to m aintain itself in the com m unity 
to speak of the grading 011 Temple 
street as having been done m ainly by 
Mayor Beaudry, assisted occasionally 
by Mr. Potts, when the facts are that 
the grading ou Temple street lias been 
done mainly by me, assisted occasion­ 
ally by Mr. Beaudry. 
I commenced grading 011 Temple 
street about two and a half years ago, 
(at the corner oU^irst street,) and have 
continued gramng on the Dill ever 
since that time at a cost of from $10 to 
$50 per day. I have graded all the lots 
on the south side o^Temple street, and 
all of the South side ot the street from 
Fort to (’harity street, and have paid 
two-ilfths of the grading of the other 
side of the street to the above m en­ 
tioned point. 
If this is|what the Express calls Mr. 
Beaudry’s improvements—assisted oc­ 
casionally by Mr. Potts—that journal 
must be very anxious to advance one 
citizen’s interests and glory over that 
of another though he may have to 
make special appropriations for that 
purpose. 
But I would just say in con­ 
clusion, if the editors of the Express 
will take a little more trouble and find 
out just what Mr. Beaudry is doing 
and give him credit for that and no 
more, he will have enough of credits, 
for Mr. Beaudry is certainly a very 
enterprising man, and by so doing the 
Expi-ess will advauce his interests 
much better than to credit him with 
other people's improvements.

The Tyranny of Shakespeare. 


Perhaps the attacks upon the litera­ 
ry and moral records of Shakespeare 
are partly owing to a sense of oppress­ 
ion suffered by m ankind under the 
weight of so tremendous an intellect. 
It is ait unendurable tyranny. There 
is 110 escape from it. 
No m atter in 
what new direction a new writer sal­ 
lies forth, almost always he discovers 
that 
tliis 
indomitable 
mind 
has 
pushed its way before him. 
Imagine, 
for instance, the effect of a conscious­ 
ness of this upon our nineteenth cen­ 
tury writers of tradgies. Tennyson 
knew well, before essaying his latest 
work, that the highest praise he could 
hojw to win was the praise of even re­ 
mote association with “ that high and 
sacred mind.” A critic dares to sug­ 
gest such an association, and the 
world rises up in rebuke, in vain the 
Spectator reviews one of Shakespeare’s 
tradgies, points out its weaknesses, 
and shows how much more severe we 
are upon the contemporary poet than 
upon the author of Henry VII. W hat 
doe9 the world care for Shakespeare’s 
faults? 
It is Shakespeare 
th at it 
wunts.— The Old Cabinet, Scribner fo r 
December.

MAYOR BEAUDRY'S MESSAGE. 


Tfee Progress nod General Condition 
of our Pity from on Official Mtaud- 
point-some Sensible bnt Knther 
Expensive Bnggestlons—Which the 
Council mop pat In their Pipe and 
•mofee—The Most Elaborate and 
Buslness>llke Moca men t that has 
Ever Emanated from the Mayor’s 
Office. 


We present herewith Mayor Bean- 
dry’s Annual Message which was read 
before the Council at its session last 
evening. It is replete with satisfacto­ 
ry statistics concerning our city gov­ 
ernment and the progress which we 
have made during the last year and 
has many valuable suggestions which 
we are sure will meet the approval of 
the entire tax-paying community. 
THE MESSAGE—CONGRATULATORY. 
To the Honorable the Members of the 
Common Council of Los Angeles 
City. 
G e n t l e m e n :—In reviewing the 
events of the past year, we have rea­ 
son to thank an All-wise Providence 
for the singular immunity from disas­ 
ter which has been vouchsafed to us. 
While other portions of the country 
have been frequently visited by devas­ 
tating storms and fires we have enjoy­ 
ed an uninterrupted season of peace 
and prosperity. The tide of immigra­ 
tion has been immense and steady in 
its flow, and has brought to our midst 
a class of citizens who are intelligent 
and industrious, and who will aid us 
very materially in advancing the best 
interests of our favored city. It is 
true the financial troubles of the com­ 
mercial metropolis of this coast, sup­ 
plemented by theeffectof the Virgin­ 
ia City Are, have touched us to some 
extent, but we have lost nothing and 
our whole damage is confined to the 
iuconvenleuce of a slightly stringent 
money market. That we are not se- 
siously affected is amply shown by 
the real estate transfers. “Prices have 
kept firm and sales are nearly as rap­ 
id as is usual at this season of the 
year. Building operations have been 
carried on with unexampled activity, 
and the number of houses erected is'a 
great increase over that of any pre­ 
vious year. In the past twelve months 
no less thau five thousand people have 
been added to the population of this 
city and that of the surrounding coun­ 
ty has iucreased at as great a ratio. 
FINANCIAL. 
The financial condition of the city 
is as follows:

This is the same as last year, no new 
indebtedness having been created. 
The money collected for licenses and 
for fines has paid the salaries of the 
city officials of every grade, and there 
is a balance on hand of $1,769.40. The 
receipts from the sale of water for ir­ 
rigation have been sufficient to pay 
the salary of Zanjero and his deputies, 
beside all the expense of cleaning and 
repairing the zanjas. Also leaving a 
balance in the Treasury of $2,434.95. 
The revenue derived from all sources 
has met the current expenses of the 
City government and leaves a bal­ 
ance of $20,634.38 iu the Treasury. The 
assessed valuation for. last year was 
$4,589,746, this year the valuation lias 
increased to $5,935,219. The rate oí 
taxation being 1.03 ou the 100 dollars 
of valuation, gives a total incomefrom 
that source of $61,133 which will nec­ 
essarily be expended in improvements 
during the coming year. 
STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 
A large amount of work has been 
done on the streets. In 1874 there 
were no graded streets in the city; 
since then, ten streets have been im­ 
proved to a greater or less extent, ag­ 
gregating 3¿ miles of grading actually 
done. Experience has shown that our 
method of street grading does not pro­ 
duce the best results. The provisions 
of the charter on this subject are 
crude, and can, I think, be materially 
changed for the better. The recom­ 
mendations embodied in the commu­ 
nication of the City Engineer on this 
subject commend themselves very 
strongly, and I would suggest that 
this matter be investigated and the 
necessary measures adopted to remove 
the present lack of system. A great 
deal has been said inYegard to the red 
gravel of Fort Hill which has been 
used quite extensively as a surfacing 
material. Upon suburban streets, with 
proper wetting and rolling, this will 
undoubtedly meet all requirements. 
For the streets in the business portion 
of the city where the travel is inces­ 


sant a material which will be at once 
economical and lasting is required. 
A careful examination of the compar­ 
ative merits of the different materials 
that are available for street construc­ 
tion should be made, and that one 
adopted which is the most economical 
and durable. 
SEWERAGE. 
The matter of sewage is one which 
merits your closest attention, and im­ 
mediate action. We cannot violate 
the elementary rules of health by al­ 
lowing deposits of filth and garbage 
to accumulate in our midst, and fill 
the air with poisonous gases, unless 
we undergo the penalty which out­ 
raged nature is certain sooner or later 
to inflict. Disease is the inevitable 
result; even our climate will not pro­ 
tect us from the effect of so reckless a 
disregard of sanitary drainage. We 
should adopt some general plan of 
sewage—oue which will be compre­ 
hensive enough to meet the wants of 
the city when it attains for greater 
porportions than now. Such sewers 
as we do construct should be parts of 
this system. Thus, instead of having 
a makeshift, that will answer for the 
present needs, we would gradually 
construct a complete and thorough 
system of sewers. At present, tne 
whole sewage matter of this city that 
is not kept penned up in the number­ 
less cesspools that abound, is(carrieda 
shoit distance below the city* and de­ 
posited 011 a tract of land about 15 
acres in extent which is rented for 
that purpose. This cannot last, though 
it may answer for the present. In 
European countries, it has long been 
the practice to sell tills material to 
persons who can use it on their land, 
and iu many cities a considerable rev­ 
enue is derived from this source. This 
may be done here. 1 am informed 
that there would be a demand 
far exceeding the supply, providing 
the destructive drainage of the gas 
works was excluded from the general 
mass of sewage matter, the excel­ 
lent fertilizer thus obtained being eas­ 
ily disposed of to parties owning lands 
below the city. That this great ques­ 
tion should be solved immediately is 
very important, and I would recom­ 
mend that your Honorable Body, af­ 
ter a careful investigation into the 
merits of the different plans that may 
be developed, adopt and act 011 that 
one which will iu your judgment be 
of the greatest benefit to the greatest 
number. The Main Street sewer is al­ 
most completed—it is substantially 
built at a cost of $21,000, and is a long 
step in the right direction. 
WATER. 
It has been satisfactorily demon­ 
strated that the water supply of Los 
Angeles is susceptable of great im­ 
provement, and as to the proper means 
of obtaining the desired end, your 
best judgment should be brought. 
For several years it has been general­ 
ly admitted that a submerged dam at 
some point in the Los Angeles river 
was the essential basis of any great 
and permanent increase ot the water 
Jly. 
supply. This idea has been elabora­ 
ted by the City Engineer, and accord­ 
ing to the estimates of that officer, a 
dam sufficient to answer all practical 
purposes can he built at a cost of not 
more than $20,000. The mere con­ 
struction of such a dam as is propos­ 
ed, while in itself of great importance 
must not be regarded as the end, but 
the beginning of the great work. And 
it is your duty to adopt the best means 
for raising the necessary money to 
carry to a successful termination such 
works as may be determined upon. I 
desire to suggest the propriety of flum- 
ing, or cementing the Zanja madre, 
in order that the loss by evaporation 
and seepage may be reduced to the 
minimum. And also, of constructing 
a system of “ sand boxes” at conven­ 
ient points along the hank of the riv­ 
er, by means of which the sand, now 
carried in the water as it is taken from 
the river, may be deposited in boxes, 
and at intervals sluiced out upon 
places which it will not injure. Un­ 
der the present system, all the sand 
carried by thewuter is either deposit­ 
ed in the zanjas, or what is worse, up­ 
on the valuable land where the water 
is used for irrigation. Iu the first in­ 
stance a number of men are kept em­ 
ployed in cleaning the zanjas, that is, 
shoveling out the sand deposited by 
the water which by the use of boxes 
properly constructed could be taken 
from the water near the head of the 
ditch, and the expense to the city of 
constant cleaning would besavedand 
the owners of irrigated lands be re­ 
lieved from the continually increasing 
sand deposit on their lands. During 
the season for irrigating the water 
would not have to be shut ofF for sev­ 
eral days at a time in order to clean 
the zanjas, thereby cansing injury 
and inconvenience to the consumers 
of water. 
PRECAUTIONS AGAINST FLOOD. 
The Los Angeles river may at any 
time during the rainy season overflow 
its banks, and sweep through the 


more depressed portions of the city. 
The steps necessary to prevent such a 
calamity should be taken at once. 
Our past immunity from danger 
should not oause us to ignore measures 
of the most common prudence. Un­ 
less some adequate precautions are ta­ 
ken, we may at any moment become 
the theater of a calamity which 
would rival in extent and horror any 
of those which have devastated other 
cities more complely protected than 
we. The first action that would seem 
necessary is to define the lines of the 
Los Angeles ri vercarefully and perma­ 
nently, and to require any property 
owners who have encroached upon 
these limits by planting live fences, or 
in any manner obstructing the free 
course of the water te at anee remove 
those obstructions. Then if the west 
bank were protected by a sloping levee 
or embankment made at a low stage of 
water by <1 iggi ng a trench deep enough 
to removeany danger of undermining, 
and sloping the bank from the bottom 
of the trench back to a point above 
high water mark, and covering this 
sloping surface with trees—the tops 
outward—laid in layers, in the same 
manner as shingles are placed 011 a 
roof, I think the sand would, as the 
water raised, be deposited among the 
branches of these trees to such an ex­ 
tent that the very action of the water 
would be constantly increasing the 
barrier between ourselves and the 
threatened danger. By carrying this 
covering of trees below low water 
mark all danger from undermining 
will be obviated. 
CITY BUILDINGS. 
The inconvenient and disgraceful 
adobe huts which have hitherto done 
duty as public buildings are not only 
a libel on our civilization and inferior 
to the public buildings of any city in 
the State of our size and wealth, but 
they are positively unsafe depositories 
for the valuable public records which 
they contain. The impression made 
011 the mind of a stranger by them is 
not at ail in our favor, the conclusion 
that the character ot a people is shown 
by the style of their public edifices 
being at once drawn very much to nur 
discredit. During the year no less 
than three committees from this Coun­ 
cil have been appointed to confer with 
the Board of Supervisors of the coun­ 
ty in order t* arrive at some plan 
whereby tiie city and county could 
combine and erect such a building as 
our position and importance demand. 
The effort a of these committees seem to 
have been barren of any practical re­ 
sults, and though I recognize the ad­ 
visability of the union of the city and 
county iu this matter, yet if the coun­ 
ty authorities are not inclined to meet 
us at least half way, I would suggest 
that your Honorable Body consider 
the practicability of constructing a 
City Hall without reference to the 
county. There are numerous locations 
which can be made available—among 
which are the present Spring Street 
property owned by the city aud couu-* 
ty; the Coronel block near the plaza, 
and the property still owned by the 
city on Fort Hill. This last would 
make one of the finest sites for a pub­ 
lic building to be found in the State. 
A suitable building on any convenient 
location would add greatly to the ap­ 
pearance and dign ty of the city, and 
subserve a great public want. 
LIGHT— POLICE— FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
That the streets should be lighted is 
a fact which ail admit. We are far 
behind the age in this respect and the 
safety and comfort of the citizens 
would be materially advanced by the 
adoption of some measures by which 
at least a part of the streets would be 
redeemed from their present darkness. 
The Police force has proven itself 
quite efficient, and the city is in p 
state of peace and order which will 
compare favorably with that of any 
other city in the State. Crime is 
promptly punished, and habitual of­ 
fenders are required to labor iu the 
Chain Gang, by which means the city 
receives some compensation for the 
expense of keeping them and a salu- 
tory lesson is taught. 
The effective force of the Fre De­ 
partment has been more than doubled 
during the year by the addition of a 
Baocock Truck and a new Steam Fire 
Engine. With the sad example of 
our sister city fresh in our minds it 
behooves us to keep a vigilant out­ 
look, and be prepared for any emer­ 
gency. Our firemen have, in the past, 
shown themselves brave aud well 
drilled, and while we trust that their 
courage may not be put to the test, 
let us eihort them to attain the high­ 
est state of discipline so that in the 
hour of need they may know how to 
confront every danger. 
RAILROADS. 
The railroad situation has made very 
remarkable advancement in the last 
twelve months. The Los Angeles and 
Independence road has changed from 
a much talked of scheme to an accom­ 
plished fact. Already a commodious 
aud ornamental depot building has 


been erected on the chosen site and 
the road completed to, aud iu actual 
operation between it and the wharf at 
Santa Monica, thus fulfilling the desire 
for a competing mad to tide water. 
By means of this, the important mat­ 
ter of freight charges will regulate it­ 
self aud we are relieved from any in­ 
convenience that might possibly arise 
from a monopoly of the carrying 
trade. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany has completed its new depot 
und though not occupied according to 
contract, it undoubtedly will be soon. 
The track of this road lias been push­ 
ed eastward through the San Gorgo- 
nio pass, nearly far enough to com­ 
mand I lie trade of Arizotiia. Mean­ 
time work on the line between this 
city and San Francisco has been pros­ 
ecuted with gratifying energy and we 
are promised rail communication with 
the metropolis of the western coast at 
an early duy. Altogether our rail­ 
road progress lias been phenominal 
and the near future seems pregnant 
with still greater activity aud more 
important results. 
THE CITY CHARTER FAULTY. 
The Amended City Charter has been 
in operation long enough to be thor­ 
oughly tested has shown that it con­ 
tains some faults which should be 
remided. For instance the opening or 
improving of streets is attended with 
too much complication. The greater 
part of the advertising can be done 
away with to advantage. Certain 
provisions in regard to keeping streets 
and sewers in repair should he made. 
Also, in regard to the Mayor's Court, 
the article by which this Court is es­ 
tablished and governed should be re­ 
modeled. I would suggest that this 
tribunal be conducted by an officer es­ 
pecially elected for the purpose. Dur­ 
ing the year more than eight hundred 
cases have been before this court for 
trial, and these too, are only the crim­ 
inal offense brought to the notice of 
the police. Tiie lime of the Mayor is 
thus occupied to the exclusion of other 
business, for not only do these cases 
require the time necessary to actually 
hear them, but iu order lo be prepared 
to do justice he must take time to be­ 
come conversant to some extent with 
the law and the numerous ordinances 
of the city. Whereas, if an officer 
were especially elected to this position 
and given the same powers as a Jus­ 
tice of the Peace, he would be prepar­ 
ed to try civil actions, and I think the 
office could be made self sustaining. 
In this connection I desire to state 
that the ordinances in regard to crimes 
and their punishment need revising, 
and some provision should be made 
whereby the City Attorney should at­ 
tend this Court and prosecute offen­ 
ders in behalf of the city. 
NUMBERING HOUSES—THE PLAZAS. 
The numbering of tlie houses and 
naming the streets is a matter which 
should not be delayed. It would be a 
great convenience to our own citizens 
as well as strangers and I would sug­ 
gest that immediate steps be taken to 
carry out these much needed improve­ 
ments. 
The public plazas have been im­ 
proved very much and we will shortly 
liave neat and tastefully arranged 
parks in place of those barren and un­ 
sightly spots which have hitherto 
marred the beauty of our city. 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
The public schools of the city are iu 
a prosperous condition. Their im­ 
provement has kept pace with the 
general advance of the city in other 
respects. The increased number of 
children to be provided with school 
facilities incident to the rapid growth 
of population filled all the classes, uu- 
til, in March, the Board of Education 
publicly announced that no more pu- 
fiiis could be admitted into the classes 
n the more thickly settled portions of 
the city. To provide for the pupils 
thus rejected, and for the children of 
the coming tide of immigrants the 
question of voting a special tax of 
twelve thousand dollars, to build and 
furnish five new school houses was 
submitted to the people, and as an ev­ 
idence of the appreciation of the com­ 
munity of the high standing of our 
schools, there were but eleven votes 
cast against this tax. During the year 
five new school nouses have been 
erected. They are plain but neat and 
substantial buildings located in por­ 
tions of the city best adapted to ac­ 
commodate our very scattered popula­ 
tion. Owing to the rapid increase of 
population of this city every reflect­ 
ing man must see that it will require 
great liberality on the part of our cit­ 
izens to provide school facilities in pro­ 
portion to the enlightened sentiment 
of the age. In what other particulars 
we may be behind our sister cities, let 
us be behind none in the number and 
character of our schools. Preeminence 
in this will secure for us the largest 
number and mo t intelligent class of 
the thousands seeking homes on this 
coast. The condition of the schools is 
shown by the following statement:

STREET RAILWAYS—MAP. 
The Hpring and Sixth St. railroad 
has been in operation for a year, and 
has proven itself a great convenience 
lo the public, and a success to its man­ 
agers. This was the pioneer line of 
¡Street railroad, and so effectively has 
this mode of trans)*ortation satisfied a 
great want of our people, that another 
long line has been constructed, and at 
least two others are to be built in a 
short time. By this means of trans­ 
portation, the most distant suburban 
districts of the city are made avai'a- 
ble for homes for business men of all 
classes. 
The want of a correct map of the 
city which has been long and severely 
felt has at last been met. The city, 
some months ago, contracted for such 
a map at a cost of $945. It has been 
found necessary to increase the appre- 
tion, but tiie additional labor involved 
in the production of a complete map 
has amply merited the money expend­ 
ed. 
CEMETERY— BOARD OF HEATH. 
The cemetery of this city is very 
much crowded, and will soon be inad­ 
equate to the needs of our population, 
beside being in the centre of what is 
becoming the residence portion of the 
city.' Measures should be taken at an 
early day to remove the present ceme­ 
tery, and grounds sufficiently large to 
meet the growing necessities of the 
city should be secured at some point 
far enough removed from the centre 
of population to render the necessity 
of another removal entirely out of the 
question. The propriety of this step 
is very apparent, and it is one that 
must he takeu sooner or later and de­ 
lay only increases the difficulty aud 
expense. 
By the action of your Honorable 
Body the Health office of this city is 
declared vacant. We need intelligent 
direction in matters pertaining to the 
health of the community. It is evi­ 
dent that the policy of allowing filth 
to accumulate ana nuisances to re­ 
main unabated is suicidal and oue 
which we canuot think of pursuing. 
Iu order that the health of the city 
may be properly looked after, I would 
recommend that we follow the system 
which seems to be common to all large 
cities, and confide the sanitary direc­ 
tion of the city to a Board of Health 
to consist say of three physicians in 
good standing in their profession, 
who may exercise a supervision aud 
control over ail matter pertaining to 
the health of the city, and who, at 
their regular meetings shall consider 
all complaints that may be laid before 
them, and make such orders in regard 
to abating nuisances, and such sug­ 
gestions iu regard to the general sani­ 
tary condition of the city as they may 
deem proper. The Marshal shouid be 
made the' executive officer of this 
Board, and through him their orders 
should be carried into effect. I am 
informed that there would be no dif­ 
ficulty in obtaining the services of 
physicians iu good standing to serve 
on such a Board without compensa­ 
tion, and I strongly urge that your 
Honorable Body consider this matter, 
as oue of so great importance deserves. 
CONCLUDING ADVICE. 
Altogether we have had a most sat­ 
isfactory year, and our future is seem­ 
ingly laden with prosperity tar beyond 
any we have yet enjoyed. The atten­ 
tion of the whole country is centred 011 
this coast among the cities of which we 
occupy an enviable position. To what 
extent we shall be enabled to hold that 
attention, and avail ourselves of this 
goldeivepportunity, depends in a great 
measure upon the wisdom of your ac­ 
tions. You are called upon to legis­ 
late upon questionsof vital opportance 
to the well being of the city. Section­ 
al and private interests mustgive way 
to the good of the general public. 
Your deliberations should be animated 
by the spirit of progress, aud the effect 
upou the future of this fair eity of each 
measure you may adopt should be 
deeply and carefully considered. You 
may not be able to accomplish every 
needed improvement or to remedy 
every apparent defect. Where so mauy 
conflicting interests are to be recon­ 
ciled this is necessarily a work of 
years. Let eacli one do his part in 
honesty and according to the best 
judgment he possesses, and the result 
will assuredly justify his course. My 
greatest pleasure shall be to aid in ex­ 
ecuting any measures you may adept 
which look to the public welfare.
